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A HORRID HARBINGER. 
THE CRY oF “Frne!”’

Sr. Lovis. April 11.—About half - past 1 o'clock 
this morning people in the neighborhood of the 
Southern Hotel were startled by a cry of fire, and 
almost immediately thereafter smoke was seen 
issuing from the lower windows ef that building. 
The alarm was rapidly spread, and three fire com- 
panies and two hook-and-ladder companies, with 
the Salvage Corps, were quickly on the ground, 
by which time a second alarm from the fre- boxes 
had been sounded, as it was apparent that the 
flames were spreading over the entire extent of the 
vast building. 
WITHISR TEN MINUTES 
of the first arrival of the fire force, red flames be- 
shoot through the windows of the first and 
votames of tmoke 
crept from every doorway ard outlet. The hotel 
was six stories high, and almost a block in dimen- 
sions, bounded by Fourth, Fifth, Walnat, and 
Eim streets. At 2 a. m. the scene, as viewed by 
your correspondent, was of the most thrilling 
character. At that time it seemed as if the im- 
mense structure had been set on fire in several 
places. The confined element was 
ROARING AND CRACKLING 
inside, black smoke was rolling from the main and 
ladies’ entrances, and away upon the flat roof the 
glare ofa general conflagration was relieved only 
by the lightning etreaks of flame brushing through 
here and there from the rooms below. Now and 
then a frantic guest in deshabille, with clothes or 
valise in hand, rushed out into the streets. but it 
atonce became apparent that the great portion of 
the inmates was still inside. First one window and 
then another in rapid succession was violently 
raised, heads of men, women, and children were 
seen everywhere, and a wild cry for help filled 
the air.

THE LEAP TO DEATH.

Sr. Lovis, Apri: 11.—By thie time alarm after 
alarm had been sounded, and the entire fire depart- 
ment was wheeling info line. Almost the whole 
police force haa been summoned from their ®eucs, 
and were arriving, and the streets were filling with 
terrified citizens. Many people were evidently 
preparing to jump from the windows, and those in 
the streets below continualiy called out: ‘* Don't 
jump; the laddcre will de ready“, The hook and 
ladder companies were splicing their ladders as 
rapidly as possible, but the work seemed to be 
slow, and the sixth story was red with flame before 
they began to clevate them. A shout of triumph 
went up from the crowd below, and 

A FAINT Eeno 
came from those above; but when the ladders 
were tried, it was found that they would scarcely 
reach to the fourth floor, and this discovery was 
met with the most agonizing cries of Help! 
Help!“ The heartrending shricks which fell 
upon the cars of the firemen seemed to almost 
paralyze them, andthe usual efficiency whic 
always characterized the St. Louis Fire Depart- 
ment was evidently lost for the time being. The 
tremendous draft caused by the smoke and hot 
air had extinguished all the gas-lignhts, and the 
only illumination was that which came from the 
flames that licked the walle on ali aides. On the 
Walnut side there was a verandah even with the 
first floor, and in obedience to the suggestion of 
A COOL-HEADED SPECTATOR, 

one of the ladders was ruised to that clevation, and 
the sixth etory reached in this way, and down this 
at least forty people descended, thus saving them- 
selves. Meantime sheets and blankets began to 


float from the windows on the various sides of the 


building, many of them tied together, but none of 
them making a rope of sufficient length to reach a 


safe landing, though two men and one woman in 


the sixth story descended these perilous strands 
and succeeded in swinging themselves in fifth-story 
windows, thus increasing their chances of rescue. 


One of the first men to mount the ladder on the

A MOST PATHETIC SCENE 
was witnessed by many of the spectators on the 
Fourth street side. Just as the danger appeared 
most imminent, ina fifth-setory window, upon a 
background of larid flame, might be seen the pro- 
file of a man and woman shaking hands and taking 
a last farewell of each other. They had stood at 
the window and appealed for aid until hope gave 
out, and, just when they felt the volumes of 
smoke overcoming them, and saw the flames ap- 
parently stretching towards them with rapid 
strides, they fell into each other’s arms, prepared 
for the worst. 
3 THE AWFUL TRUTH. 

Though every engine was on the ground and 
more than twenty streams of water were poured 
into every accessible part of the building, the 
Hook-and-Ladder Department were rer 
tardy. Two truck - wagons were allowed to sta 
half block away, the ladders not being even 


placed. Great reliance was placed on the — 4 


fire-escape ladder by the firemen, and all their ef- 


forts were directed towards getting that clumsy 


contrivance in position. It isa melancholy fact 
that the fire had been in progress nearly one hour 


before a ladder was placed so that it could be used, 


and in the meantime several persons, crazed by 
the apparently desperate nature of their surround- 
ings, precipitated themselves to the pavement be- 
low. 


THE FIERY GULF. 
IT CLOSES OVER THE JUST AND THE UNJUST, 
MISERABLE ALI. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, April 11.—At 3 o'clock the scene was 
horrible and thrilling in the extreme. The hotel 
was wrapped in flames, and although most of those 
who had made themselves visible had been saved 
by means of ropes and ladders, yet here and there 
an agonized face leaned from a firetit window to 
give a last appeal for help. Men and women rushed 
about, wild with excitement, calling frantically for 
missing friends or kinsmen, and the firemen stood 
appalled and unnerved before the terrific holocaust 
in progress. The heavens were aglow with rolling 
waves of fire, darkened here and there with black 
columns of smoke. Myriads of sparks rose up 
into a glittering canopy, and particles of burning 
debris were hurled by the hotair upon adjacent 
buildings and pavements. 

INSIDE, 
ohly 4 guess could be made of what was going 
on. Escape by means of doorways was no longer 
possible, the upper floor being in absolute pos- 
séssion of the flames, and the lower balls and stair- 


ways being enveloped in a black smoke that 


would have made suffocation instant. Not one of 
the 5,000 spectators dared go into that soothing 
masse of smoke and gas. 
Ar 4 O'CLOCK 
all had either escaped or perished, for every floor 
had way, and the south and east walls had 
fallen, demohshing the small adjacent buildings, 
and burying everything, animate and inanimate, 
in their ruins. The firemen continued their work 
until 6 o' clock, the flames burning fiercely at that 
hour. But, shortly afterwards, they began to eub- 
side, as, by 7, the debris was a heap of smolder- 
ing, smoking timbers and steaming mortar and 
brick.

EXPERIENCES 
WITHIN THE FIRE-PEN.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., April 11.—Your correspondent, 
during the day, saw R. F. Weitbrec, of Colorado, 
wifo occupied g room on the fourth floor, and he 
gave an interé#ting account of the scenes inside 
the burning edifice.

was dense with smoke, and that immediate action 


Slipping into the scantiest of gar- 
ments, she threw up one of the windows to ascer- 
tain the chance of escaping by that route, and find- 
ing that it was decidedly slim, she concluded that 
her only bope of escape lay by the hallway: People 
were screaming and hurrying past her door, and 
she determined on the instant to cast her lot with 
them.

NO LIGHTS, 
and what 
darkness. Entering the hall she ‘harried m the 
direction of the stairway, and before proceeding 
far, was materially assisted by a gentleman who 
seized hold of her arm and pushed her along. When 
she came to the stairway she fell down and rolled 
for some distance, after getting to the, bottom, 
but, not being badly hart, she was able to pick her- 
self up expeditiously and make her escape. She 
lost every article of clothing she had in the hotel, 
save what she had on. 
MRS. OSCAR F. LOWE,

Herself and mother 
got into the hallway, which they found filled 
with smoke, and had te grope their way along the 
walls to the staircase, and ip the same manner 
down stairs. Those inside at the time gay the 


flames swept through the whole rotunda in a very 


few moments, and many who attempted to gain 
egress by means of the stairways had to have re- 
course to the porticos or go back to their rooms 
and await the first aid extended to them. 
JOSE PULITZER, 

a guest, says that, at half-past 1, he was awakened 
by loud cries of fire on the street below. 
Hearing no alarm from the hotel office, 
he says he remained perfectly quiet until he heard 
the shrieks of women upon the floor below. He 
went out without dressing and found the staircase 
and corridor thoroughly filled with smoke. He 
never returned to his room, and was nearly 


‘choxed to death when he reached the exit on Fifth 


street. Mr. Pulitzer thinks that the alarm bell 
never was sounded inside of the hotel, and the 
people on the street told him that the fire was ob- 
served from the street nearly twenty minutes 
before the fire alarm was given. 


THE SACRIFICE. 
SOME NAMES OF THE OFFERINGS—A SPECIALLY 
GLOOMY EPISODE.

Sr. Lovis. April 11.—The most melancholy event 
of the great fire transpired about 7 o'clock this 
morning. Your readers will remember the par- 
ticulars published inall the daily papers of an 
aristocratic wedding, the parties being Lord Muns- 
ter, of England, and the daughter of Dr. Henry C. 
Lynch, which took place three months ago, The 
happy couple traveled until within the past two 
weeks, when they returned to the city, and 
have been stopping at the Southern, and 
were occupying rooms there when: the 
alarm of fire had been given. In the din and con- 
fusion of the fire Lord Munsterand his wife be- 
came separated, the husband escaping, leaving his 
wife i e burning building. A report soon after 
reached ears that hie wife had perished in the 
flames, and the poor fellow at once lost his reason. 
He procured a pistol, and went up into Mr. Con- 
roy’s sleeping - room, which is on the fourth floor 
of the building, on the northeast corner of Fourth 
and Olive streets: and placing the muzzle of the 
pistol against his right temple, fred the shot which 
sent him into eternity without a struggle. 

MK. SIDMORE HAYDER, 
Superintendent of the American Express, met a 
horrible death. He occupied aroom on the fifth 
flvor, immediately over the second balcony on Wal- 
nut street. Being awakened from a sound sicep 
by the cry of Fire!“ he rushed to the window 
and shoutéd for assistance. A ladder was soon 
brought out and stood up, with the foot resting on 
the balcony and the top reaching to the window of 
his room. tie got out on to the ladder, but he had 
scarcely got a footing on the top rung when the 
ladder sHpped, and he was precipitated head first 
on to the balcony. His head was split open, aud 
death was instantancons. 

THE RUINS TO-DAY

ö THE ST. LOUIS HORROR. 

The terrible details of the flre at St. Louis 
on Wednesday morning are presented else- 
where. Like the Brooklyn Theatre calamity, 


thie first reports were not exaggerated; on 
thie other hand, they failed to convey any- 
thing like the full extent of this fearful dis- 


r. The Southern Hotel was one of the 
mpst elegant hostelries in that city, —a build- 
ing six stories in height, not so large as our 
Palmer or Grand Pacific, but larger than the 
Sherman or Tremont Houses. It was crowd- 
ed with guests and ‘boarders on all its floors, 
little dreaming of danger, and as unaware of 


any precautions against danger apparently 


as the proprietors themselves. The fire 
bröke out in the dead of night, when the oc- 
cupants were asleep. There was no warning 
of danger. They woke to find the fire all 
ut them, burning in the very heart of the 
ho Those below hai time to escape. 
Mast of those above must have perished 
either’ by the horrible death of burning or 
by ithe kinder fate of smothering, and some 
by their terrible leaps from windows. The 
fir, so far as can be ascertained, originated 
in |the basement storage-room, whence, by 
the convenient elevator, acting as a flue, the 
flames were quickly sucked up to the 
fifth and sixth floors, and spread with in- 
conceivable rapidity, cutting offthe wretched 
boarders and employes, who principally oc- 
cupied those floors, from any escape except 
the hazardous hope of life in jumping from 
that great height to the pavements below. 
It ts almost incomprehensible that the watch- 
men of the house did not give an alarm 
sooner. ‘The first notice the inmates seem 
to have had was from the fire itself, and 
when the alarm was given to the Fire De- 
partment, it arrived upon the spot only to 
find the entire npper portion of the struc- 
turé in flames and the whole building doom- 
ed to destruction.

If there are such defects 
as existed in the Southern Hotel, there is no 
better time than now to remedy them. 
AN IMPOSSIBLE PROPOSITION. 

There is a class of men in the religious 
world who are quite unconscious of the fact, 
apparent enough to the community at large, 
that they have outlived their proper age by a 
generation or even by a century. The world, 
in the progress of the race, has advanced be- 
yond their ideas, and can no more return to 
them than a man can go back to his cradle. 
But these good men, intent upon a given 
project, which is the securing of some frag- 
ment of the wreck of old, outworn institu- 
tions, consider the world's advance a de- 
generacy, and make a fussy ado and pother 
over the evil times upon which they have 
fallen. If one goes to Scotland, he finds 
even now representatives of the ancient Cov- 
enanters, who bewail the changes which have 
taken place since the days when the Scotch 
monarch, nobility, and people were sworh 
upon the Bible to uphold true-blue Presby- 
terianism. Pass into England, and a host of 
respectable clergymen will assure you that 
the Establishment is the necessary bulwark 
against Romanism and Infidelity, and that 
those who seek its overthrow, whether they 
know it or not, are the enemies of Chris- 
tianity. We have a similar set of reasoners 
and alarmists in this country ; and they have 
just been holding a Convention in this city 
which they called a National Reform Con- 
vention. The object was to insist upon re- 
taining the compulsory reading of the Bible 
in the public schools, which all classes of 
religionists are alike taxed to support; to 
enforce Sabbath laws as religious enact- 
ments; and to secure an amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States which 


shall distinctly make Christianity the recog- 


nized legal religion of the land, and certain 
of its supposed institutions enforcabie by law. 
Those in attendance were persons of respect- 
ability and general intelligence, including 
several ministers eminent for piety and 
zeal. 

The difficulty is, that these painstaking 
gentlemen do not see that their proposal is 
as hopeless of success as would be a sugges- 
tion to remove the seat of Government to 
Alaska. The American people have no idea, 
at the beginning of the second century of the 
Constitution, of making a fundamental 
change forthe worse. The Constitution now 
rests upon a firm secular basis, adopted not 
in any contempt of religion whatsoever, but 
as wisely leaving religious matters to each 
citizen’s . conscientious convictions, while 
equally protecting all in their civil in- 
terests. Here are men differmg wide- 
ly. as to their theology, but agree- 
ing in their idea of civil government 
as a common necessity. What absurdity it 
is that they eannot properly, or without im- 
piety, organize civilly, unless they put into 
the National Constitution something about 
the religious points on which they are dis- 
agreed! Surely it is sufficient that, funda- 
mental moralsare acknowledged as necessary 
to civil society, and as - included in all theol- 
ogies, and that equal protection is insured to 
the various religious sects. Having given 
happy shelter for a century to men of every 
theological belief under their Constitution, 
the American people will never adopt an 
amendment which will make it over to a par- 
ticular religion, and will render it impossible 
for thousands of intelligent, industrious, 
taxpaying, and law-abiding citizens to take 
oath in its support. Revolutions do not 
work backward on such points. All the ten- 
dencies of the times are to the contrary ; and 
it would be strange, indeed, just as Europe 
is preparing to burst the fetters of Church 
and State, were America to take astep to- 
ward ecclesiasticizing its Constitution in the 
interest of a part of its people. 

The managers of this two days’ Convention 
just closed may see evidence of the imprac- 
ticable nature of their proposal in the slim 
attendance upon its sessions. Nobody but 
themselves feels any deep interest in the ob- 
ject. It is sufficiently easy to obtain signa- 
tures to a call for such a gathering, worded 
piously and pleading frantically for retaining 
the Bible in the public schools. Indeed, not 
a few ministers and prominent laymen dis- 
like to decline to sign, for fear they will be 
misrepresented by the ignorantly zealous or 
by the piously unscrupulous as being ene- 
mies of the Bible, or as being leagued with 
the Romanists and infidels. But they do not 
care to attend or indorse what is said. The 
proposition to make a religions amendment 
to the Constitution meets with opposition 
from the majority of Christian people. First 
of all, they see that the project is hopeless, 
and they do not care to waste breath and 
effort on an impracticable scheme. Next, 
they find no special evils which are due to 
the present relation of the Constitution to 
the subject of religion. The country has 
prospered and all the churches have enjoyed 
unmolested liberty, being constrained in 
their public prayers weekly to thank Gop 


that in this land there is none 
to molest or to make afraid.” Then, 
again, they are suspicious of the 


principle involved in the implication 
that it is part of the function of civil gov- 
ernment to judge between religions, and io 
give legal indorsement to one faith rather 
than another. If it has the right to put 
Christianity rather than Judaism or Ration- 
alism into the Constitution, why, at the 
dictate of the requisite majority, may it not 
insert Protestantism rather than Romanis m, 
or Romanism rather than Protestantism ? 
It is safer to avoid the dangerous principle 
than to begin to act upon it. 0 
We have no doubt that, after a free and 


full discussion, if the proposition were left 


to be decided at the polis by the so-called 
“‘ evangelical ” Christians alone, it would be 
buried out of sight beneath an adverse ma. 
jority. Sensible men are not going to open 
such a door into strife and confusion and 
bad feeling. One reason why no more ex- 
citement exists over the matter is, that few 
have any faith that the movement will make 
the least headway; and they are amused 
rather than alarmed when the zealots gather 
in a convention once a year, make their 
stereotyped speeches, and pass their sound- 
ing resolutions. Were there any danger that 
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the object would secure favorable attention in 
Congress, and be submitted for consideration 
tothe States, there would be witnessed an up- 
rising of intelligent ministers and laymen, of 
thoughtful civilians and statesmen, to de- 
nounce the scheme, which would be an in- 
structive sight to Europe and a lesson to 
small agitators for all time to come. The 
trouble is that those agitators are now in & 
logical difficulty. Tho very man who ob- 
tained the signatures to the call for this 
misnamed Reform Convention” admitted, 
while on his rounds, that, witu the Constitu- 
tion as it is, the argument of those who 
would omit religious exercises in the public 
schools was im As neither the 
National nor the State Constitution recog- 
nizes Christianity as the only legal relig on, 
there is nothing but former custom to plead 
in behalf of compulsory public readings, and 
that is found to be a less and less satiafac- 
tory argument in the face of the equal rights 
of all citizens in the public schools, irre- 
spective of their religious opinions. And so 
this effort, sure to be abortive, is made to se- 
cure a religious amendment to the funda- 
mental law of the nation. The proposition 
itself is for its authors a fatal admission. \ 


There are two little bills before the Illinois 
Legislature concerning the disposition of 
vagabonds which should be passed before 
there is any talk of adjournment. One, in- 
troduced by Messrs. Crooxer and Easron, is 
for the benefit of the cities mainly, and has 
advanced as far as the third reading in the 
House. The other applies the terms of this 
bill to the tramps that are infesting the rural 
districts. Both are of the greatest impor- 
tance to the peace and welfare of the State. 
The bill introduced by Messrs. Crooxer and 
Easton is a sort of professional criminals’ 
act,” and includes all persons who are known 
to be thieves, burglars, or pickpockets, 
either by their own confession or otherwise, 
or by having been convicted of any crime 
punishable by imprisonment in the State 
Prison or House of Correction. The bill 
provides that when such persons are 
found without lawful means of sup- 
port and prowling about cities, they 
may be prosecuted summarily, ‘arrested, and 
brought before the nearest Justice of the 
Peace or Police Justice, and tried within 
thirty-six hours after the arrest. If found 
guilty as a vagrant, the person may be com- 
mitted to jail or the bridewell for a term of 
not less than ten days nor more than six 
months, or fined not more than $100, and, 
in default of the payment thereof, sentenced 
to imprisonment. It is also required that 
the Justice shall make a full record of each 
of these cases, and a mittimus which shall 
be authority for the officers to confine the 
prisoner for the term of his sentence. This 
law cuts off the delays incident to changing 
of venue from one Justice to another and 
appeals on straw bail. Under it, it is be- 
lieved that the police-officers will be able to 
run the well-known thieves and confidence 
men out of the city or keep them locked up, 
while, as the law now stands, the criminals 
walk the streets boldly and laugh at the 
pohce so long as they do not actu- 
ally catch the thieves in pocket-picking 
or house-breaking. The proposed law is 
almost essential to the public safety of Chi- 
cago, and will, we have no doubt, prove of 
great benefit to the other cities in the State, 
Mr. Dement’s law is intended to reach the 
tramps who will set out on their marauding 
tour with fair weather and good walking, 
and plunder the farm-houses as they go 
along. It reaches all persons “* wandering 
abroad and begging,” those who are not able 
to give a good account of themselves and 
having no lawful means of support, and 
provides that complaints may be made before 
Justices of the Peace, warrants issued for 
arrest, and the tramps, -upof;,conviction, 
committed to the work-house fi very much 
the same way as in the proposed Vagrant 
act. It was by means of alaw of this kind 
and its strict enforcement that some of the 
New England States were able te induce a 
large army of tramps ‘‘ to go West”; per- 
haps in the same manner they may be in- 
duced to carry the advice further and still go 
West. Both these laws should be hurried 
up, so there may be no danger of their fail- } 
ing for lack of time. f | 


THE NEW CIVIL-SERVICE RULES. 
The President has stated his purpose to 
make a reform of the Civil Service a leading | 
measure of his Administration. He has be- 
gun the practical execution of this policy by 
arresting the usual wholesale removal of per- 
sons in office and the appointment of their 
successors on the nomination of Senators 
and Representatives in Congress. Mr. TII- 
DEN, in his letter accepting the nomination, 
suggested that, if elected, he. would reform 
the service by removing all the incumbents, 
and, after filling the vacancies, the newly- 
appointed officers could be gradually weeded 
out and eventually an honest and competent 
force could be obtained! Gen. Harms, how- 
ever, hada different plan. He proposed to 
put aside the system by which appointments 
have been made during the last forty-eight 


years, and to practice a thoroughyweeding 
out of the force now in o tinuing 
all unnecessary offices, di ing the in- 


competent and dishonest, and : filling 


their places with men known before 
appointment to be competent for the 
duties they are to perform. Gov. 


Haves, however, when in July last he wrote 
his letter of acceptance, and in March last 
when he read his inaugural address, knew 
that the cause of the existing dishonesty 
and incompetency of the Civil Service was 
due tothe manner in which appointments 
were made; and that there could be no hope 
for reform until that manner of appointment 
was wholly broken up and a new system in- 
troduced. Just now there is a shout of ex- 
ultation from certain men who are in 
office, and who, knowing the corrupt man- 
ner of their appointment, claim that the 
President is entitled to national gratitude be- 
cause he will not disturb the faithfal who 
are in the enjoyment of their pensions from 
the Public Treasury. These menare, in their 
zealous admiration of the President, insti- 
tuting comparisons between this proceeding 
on his part and that existing in England, 
and partially proposed in this country, of 
having men examined as to their fitness for 
holding their offices. The objection is made 
that to fix a certain educational standard as 
a requisite for appointment to office is to 
create an aristocracy which will exclude 
the sons of toil from any share in the honors 
or patronage of the Government. 

This is very absurd, and at same time 
willfully misunderstands the ey marked 
out by President Hares. The Civil Service is 
demoralized from top to toe. For many 
years the President has been practically do- 
prived of his authority to make appointments, 
That power has been usurped by members of 
Congress, and especially by Senators. Re-

It has not, been a year since the President 
and Secretary of the Treasury made an ap- 
pointment of an officer in this State, and 
were compelled to withdraw it, the Senator 
notifying the President that no person not 
selected by the Senator would be confirmed 
by the Senate. The Senators, combining to 
defend their prerogative, put the President 
at defiance in a matter where by the Con- 
stitution he is given exclusively the appoint- 
ing power. Even cases have occurred where 
persons dismissed by the Government have, 
through Senatorial dictation, been thrust 
into office in the last hours of an ex- 
piring Administration, that they may elaim 
protection under the Tenure-of-Office act. 
The President, however, proposes to 
reach all this class. He has begun in the 
New York Custom-House, and discovered 
that a long list of heavily-paid officials. 
are merely pensioners on tle Government. 
Instead of performing duties at the 
Custom-House, they are practicing attorneys, 
merchants, brokers, editors of bankrupt 
newspapers, besides being political strikers ; 
all these the President will have dismissed, 
and if, as is likely, the offices are useless, the 
offices will be abolished. It is developed 
also that so utterly rotten is the service in 
that Custom-House that smuggling has be- 
come an established trade, and the millions 
of public revenue stolen and divided among 
the officials largely exceed the robberies of 
the Whisky-king in its most golden days. 
The result will probably be the reduction 
of the number of officers one-third; the dis- 
missal of most of the other officers; the 
breaking up of the smuggling business, and 
an honest collection of the revenue. In due 
course of time the service in all parts of the 
country will be purified, and the relics of the 
Senatorial system of appointment of polit- 
ical bummers will be cast out of the 
service they have corrupted and disgraced. 
The President has by no means given to men 
in office a pardon and amnesty for the past ; 
he will in due time overhaul the whole serv- 
ice, and where he finds men in office holding 
place because of past personal service to 
some partisan chief, or who, having become 
bankrupt trying to run some bankrupt per- 
sonal organ, has been pensioned on the pub- 
lic, it is hkely the new Civil-Service rules will 
lead to some vacancies. 

It is a safe estimate that if the Civil 
Service were emptied of the incompetents 
and the dishonest, and of those appointed 
as personal servitors of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, the public service 
could be better and far more efficiently per- 
formed with one-third less of officers and at 
proportionally less cost. 

When the President takes up the matter 
of appointments to fill vacancies, and when 
Congressional certificates are no longer ac- 
cepted as final, it is probable that the new 
rules will require that the applicants can 
read and write ; that they can spell correctly 


and write intelligibly ; that they have a suf.

THE FIRST BATCH. 


NOT ENTITLED TO CIVIL MUNITY. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 11.—Mr. French, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, to-day com- 
pleted his reportinthe matter of the immunity 
claimed for the first batch of the Chicago Whisky 
Ring. It will be presented to Secretary Sherman 
to-morrow. The latter will not act upon it unt! 
the return of Charles Reed from Chicago, which 
will be in four or five days. Reed nas been per- 
mitted to read French's opinion, but under the 
most solemn pledge not to disclose the nature 
of its contents to amy one except his 
He has certainly kept his pledge so 
far as Tur Tninuxz's representative is concerned, 
but there is good reason to think thatthe nature 
and contents of the report, and the purpose of 
Reed's visit to Chicago are in substance as below 
indicated. The case is that of 

THE FOLLOWING PERSONS: 

Joseph Roelle and Anton Junker; Burton W. 
Ford, William W. Oliver and James Connor; 
George Miller, Cornelius Frederics, Henry C. 
Frederics, and Roswell C. Mercereau, known as 
the first batch to which immunity was granted upon 
condition of turning State s evidence. These par- 
ties, it is claimed, agreed with Maj. Bangs, United 
States District Attorney, Wirt Dexter, B. 
F. Ayer, and H. Boutelle, assistant counsel for 
the United States, to turn State’s evidence and 
become witnesses for the United States. That 
agreement was reduced to writing, and promises 
in terms 

ENTIRE CRIMINAL IMMUNITY 
for the persons named. The agreement does not 
in terms specify that the parties. or any of them, 
shall have civil immunity, but it is claimed that 
the agreement held out the hope to defendants that 
if they testified truthfully and acted in good faith, 
the Government would be leinent with them, for 
it was said that thus acting they would be- 
come the friends of the Government, and the 
Government might release them altogether. The 
Attorney-General of the United States, District- 
Attorney Bangs, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and, it is said, Secretary Morrill, recom- 
mended that the cases of these persons should be 
settled in accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment. The difficulty which Assistant-Secretary 
French has found has been to determine 

WHAT THAT AGREEMENT WAS. 
The distillers claim that it means complete civil as 
well as criminal immunity, and a release of the 
judgments already found against the parties. 
French has come to the conclusion, and so reports 
to Secretary Sherman. that there is nothing in the 
papers on file in the Department, or in the 
records of the case as presented to him by the at- 
torney for those claiming immunity, which shows 
that civil immunity was covered by the agreement. 
On the contrary, French will represent that the 
records of the Treasury affirmatively show that 
civil immanity 

WAS NOT GRANTED. 

In confirmation of thie view Mr. French relies on 
the evidence of ex-Solicitor Bluford Wilson, ex- 
Supervisor of Internal Revenue Matthews, and ex- 
Secretary Bristow. Mr. French represents to Sher- 
man that there was no agreement made 
for civil immunity with these parties either 
by Secretary Bristow, by Bluford Wilson, 
or by any ° officer of the Treasury, 
or any other officer or person on their behalf. If 
any such agreement for civil immunity was made, 
it must have been made in Chicago either by Dis- 
trict-Attorney Bangs. or 

SOME OF THE SPECIAL COUNSEL, 
or if made by any of these persons the records of 
the Treasury and the papers in the case do not 
show that any such agreement for civil immunity 
was known to the proper Treasury officials or ap- 
proved by them. It is understood aflirmatively 
that ex Secretary Bristow and ex-Solicitor Wilson 
have both notified the Department that no agre¢- 
ment for civil immunity was made by them, and 
that no knowledge that such ageeement had been 
made by others om their account had been com- 
municated to them. 

French, in support of this view, is understood to 
refer to the testimony of Bluford Wilson, Super- 


-visor Matthews, and the letter of ex-Secretary 


Bristow relative to immunity. This testimony is 
in substance this: 
MR. BRISTOW’S POSITION 


on the immunity question is fully outlined in the 


following letter: 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 21, 1875.—T7o Bluford 
Wilson, St. Louis: Itis not easy at this distance 
to say what, if anything, should be conceded by 
the Government in particular cases in order to 
reap greater benefit in others. The District Attor- 
ney and associates being on the ground and in 
possession di all the facts, are better qualified to 
determine such questions. I would say, generally, 
however, that unless important ends are to he 
gained in other cases, I would make no terms with 
any indicted party. The question in hand does 
not relate alone to the amonnt of money involved 
in these particular cases, but affects the integrity 
of the revenue, and complete success in these pros- 
ecutions would be of great value tothe Government 
hereafter. Therefore I would say to parties who 
offer to surrender and ask terms, that they 
should lead guilty to the charges, or 
such 0 them as they admit to 
true, make their statement to the Court. throw 
themselves on its clemency, and submit then 
selves to such punishment as the Court may pro- 
nounce. I would make no agreement in advance 
for suspension of judgment, nor would Lask the 
Court, after pleas of guilty, to suspend sentence 
in any case unless, upon bearing the’ statement of 
the party in open court. it should be deemed proper 
to use him asa witness against a greater offender. 
The conviction and punishment of corrupt aud 
guilty officials is of the first importance, and all 
proper means to thie end should be used. The 
Attorney-General and Commissioner of Internal 
Kevenae concur, (Signed, )

The issue turns upon 
that question of fact. If Reed can prove 
to the satisfaction of the Secretar of the 
Treasury that the agreement di inclade 
civil immunity the Treasury rtment will 
doubtless abide by the agreement.

Wasniveton, D. C., April 11.—The proposed 
investigation of the New York Custom-House will 
begin atonce. It will not be directed against in- 
dividual) officers, but will be conducted with the 
sole aim of ascertainitig exactly the manner in 
which the business of that institution is transacted, 
the efficiency with which the revenue is collected, 
and the character of the public service there. Nu- 
merous complaints have been received at the 
Treasury Department from merchants, Custom- 
House brokers, and qthers of the manner in which 
the business of the New York Custom-House is 
conducted. Many of these undoubtedly will be 
discovered to be unfounded, and some of them 
may have arisen from a personal misunderstanding 
between Government officials and persons doing 
business at the Custom- House fer others. There 
may be ample ground, and it is the object of the 
Secretary to 

ASCERTAIN ALL THE FACTS 
in order to introduce such reform as may be found 
to de necessary. An impression prevails in Ad- 
miniecration circles that the present force of clerks 
and employes in the New York Custom-House is 
greater than is necessary for an efficient collection 
ofthe revenne.

The situation in breadstuffs has suffered a radical 
change within afew days past. Dullness in the 
outward movement, under a persistent holding 
aloof by buyers for consumption, was accepted as 
a reason for selling short on both wheat and corn, 
and large lines of shorts were put out in full confi- 
dence that prices would tumble. Especially was 
this the case with wheat. It was argued that 
prices were already unnaturaily high, when 
it was considered that our currency is nearly at par 
with gold, the industries of the New and Old World 
paralyzed, and other countries standing ready to 
supply England with all the wheat she might want, 
at much less prices than we were asking. English 
quotations persistently refused to advance, and 
How much loss is there in the operation of ship- 
ving wheat to Liverpool!“ was a standing question, 
to which there was a stereotyped answer. Now, 


however, the British markets are wakening up. 


under the influence of war excitement; and for the 
first time we remember in several years the word 
active“ appears in the official quotation of the 
New York wheat market. When we remember that 
New Yorkis a stronghold of Democracy, it does 
seem odd that the people there should have been so 
long not in favor of a change. 

Shepard's circular shows that the total receipts 
of wheat at Chicago and Milwaukee from Aug. 1 to 
April 2 (eight months) is only 17,270,070 bu this 
year, against 31, 166, 338 bu for the same time one 
year previous, 27,626,307 bu two years previous, 
and 41,719,909 bn three years previous; and there 
is no prospect of larger receipts during the next 
four months to make the deficiency for the crop 
year less than that for two-thirds of the period. 
This low total is due to persistently low receipts 


all threugh the winter; but the fact has been die- 


regarded by Liverpool and London. operators, 
They now intimate that the trade held off buying, 
chiefiy because they received repeated assurances 
from New York to the effect that there was plenty 
of wheat in the West, which would be brought out 
of farmers’ hands freely by a spring decline of a 
few cents per bu. 

It is, of course, impossible to say how far the ret- 
icence of the British Lion would have availed to 
keep down prices, had the world remained at 
peace. But the war excitement has opened the 
vent, and prices are now booming upward 2@3s 
per quarter in one day, which means 6@10c per 
bu. Operatore there appear to be rushing to buy 
up what wheat they can, fearing that the supply 
throngh the Dardanelles will be suspended, if not 
eut off, and that they will be unable to meet the 
deficiency by impprtations from the United States. 
The crop on the eastern side of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is now acknowledged to be short, even by the 
New York bears, and a partial failure in California 
this spring is now regarded as almost certain. 

Of course, this statement of facts does not prove 

that wheat in this market is going still higher than 
at present. It has already been buoyed up by per- 
sistent buying on the part of those who recognized 
these facts; and many of them now evince a will- 
ingness to sell at the advance. The future of 
prices depends probably upon the future of war 
news, but not necessarily even upoh that. 
The Call Board trouble is yet far from being 
settled. The grain men claim that the call is not 
suited to their trade, and that they ought not to 
be bulldozed into an unacceptable style of trading, 
because that 18 necessary to sustain a call for 
stocks and provisions, about which they care little 
or nothing. On the other hand, the men in favor 
of a grain call claim that they have a perfect right 
to trade in that way, and that tney are going to do 
it, even if they are obliged to form a new organ- 
ization for the purpose. 

Regular deliyeries during the remainder of 
this week mean the deduction of Kc per ba from 
the selling price of grain on which 4c storage has 
accumulated. For this reason the premium on 
May over regular was narrowed down yesterday. 

THE MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were again stronger 


yesterday, with a good deal of excitement in 
grain, provisions advancing in sympathy. The 
news fromthe Old World was warlixe, and the 
grain markets on the other side of the Atlantic 
were buoyant, While the gold premium on United 
States currency was higher. This naturally 
caused excitement here, and a wide calling of mar- 
gins to secure thé performance of contracts made 
to deliver grain at much lower prices than those 
ruling yesterday. Upto the hour of adjournment 
only one failure to respond was reported, though a 
good many contracts were closed, as the parties on 
the short side did not care to risk farther loss on a 
further advance. 

The dry-goods trade was reasonably active, sales 
of staple and seasonable fabrics being large in the 
aggregate, and prices were fairly steady. Jobbers 
of groceries were doing a moderate business at un- 
changed prices. There was a somewhat steadier 
tone to the coffee market, though but little im- 
provement in the demand has as yet resulted from 
the reduction in prices lately established. Sugars, 
rice, teas, and most other articles in the list. were 
nominally steady. The tendency in prices of but- 
ter ana cheese continues downward, under increas- 
ing supplies and a lessened demand. There was a 
quiet market for most kinds of dried fruits, and 
values were unchanged. Fish were in fair request, 
with lake fish and cod quoted easy. Oils were in 
better demand; prices remained as before. Leath- 
er, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood were without 
noticeable change. 

Lamber was in fair demand and weak. Most of 
the ports are open and deaiers are expecting re- 
ceipts of green lumber, hence are anxious to ro- 
duce the stock at the yards. Drugsand chemicals 
were in fair request and steady. Salt was un 
changed. Woo! is selling at late quotations, and 
some of the most desirable grades are firmer. 
Broom-corn and hops were quiet. The seed mar- 
ket was rather quiet but steady, and clover was a 
shade firmer. Timothy hay was in request for 
shipment and firm, while other grades were dull.

NATIONAL REFORM. 


Closing Session of the North- 
western Convention. 


Imperative Necessity of Recognizing 
God in the Constitution. 


Addresses by Prof. Blanchard, Jonathan 
Young Scammon, and Others. 


The Nationa) Reform Association continued its 
session yesterday morning, about 100 people be- 
ing present. President Wallace, of Monmouth 
College, called the Convention to order. The Rev. 
Mr. Moffat offered prayer. 

The Secretary read the series of resolutions pre- 
sented the evening previous, and the Convention 
proceeded to take them up and discuss them sep- 
arately. 

DR. M’ALLISTER 

rose to speak to the resolutions. He held a copy 
of the ¢edlonial enarter of Virginia, and quoted 
from it the expressions regarding the trust of the 
people in Providence. In 1774, Nov. 1, a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare g paper appoint- 
ing a day of thanksgiving and prayer, and that 
proclamation was worded in t most earnest man- 
ner. The speaker gave othesiilustrations to show 
that the whole spirit of the early life of the coun- 
try was Christian and religious. 


Mr. A. Gibbons wanted to know 1f fact that 


thie country was first inhabited by av wasany 
reason for the country not becoming religious. 

The Rev. Dr. Everts said that no man, if asked 
to choose a basis of good life, would take anything 
other than Christianity. So it happened that 
Christianity was adopted by the people of this 
country. Other pations prescribed religions, per- 
secuted religious, but here every body was free to 
act and select. 

Mr. J. B. Matthews thought that the prominent 


word ia the resolution was Christian, deriving its 


origin from Christ. Men who opposed the resolu- 


tion refused to acknowledge the divinity of Christ. 


He was not a member of any church or denomina- 
tion, but he considered Christ as of divine origin. 
Take that idea away and nothing but darkness was 
left.

force the demand which they made. 

MR. M’LEOD

He paid special attention 
to the constitutional-amendment question, liken- 
ing it toa house which a man might baild and 
afterward wish for very. g reasons to alter. 
After tracing the progress of the Republic for 150 
years down to the formation of the Constitution, 
the speaker conciuded that the work had been done 
as wisely as could have been expected. 
Every nation must do one of 

things concerning religion; it must choose one 
religion. forbid any religion, or ailow every reli- 
gion. Premising this, the speaker said that no 
nation had ever lived without some religion. It 
was not ible for the State to allow all religions 
or to forbid all; therefore it must choose one. As 
matters now stood the Constitution was Pagan and 
the State of Dlinois was Christian. If. therefore, 
the State laws were right, being Christian, the 
Capstitution was wrong, being Pagan; and if the 
Cohstitution was right, then the State laws were 
wrong. It followed, therefore, that one or the 
other should bechanged. If the State was from 
man and of men, then the laws Were wrong and the 
Constitution right: but if the State was derived 
from God, then the laws were right and the Con- 
stitution wrong. A nation could not sin unless 
it was responsible to God{ then tne law of 
right and wrong was merely the voice of the 
majority of the people. After showing that a na- 
tion was toa certain extent a moral being and could 
sin; and thatthe greatest crime any nation could 
conimit was to deny its God. the speaker conclud- 


ed that the great national crime was the denial of 


God m the Pagen Constitution. The speaker 
closed by saying that he would indluitely prefer to 
have the heathenism of Greece or Rome recognized 
by the law rather than have, as at present, a con- 
stitution which made this, in name and in fact, s 
nation of atheists.

DR. G. D. BEEBE. 


The Death of the Eminent Phy- 
sician and Surgeon. : 


Last Moments. 


Dr. G. D. Beebe died yesterday morning ata 
quarter before d o’cluck, at his residence No. 1045 
Wabash avenue, where he was surrounded by the 
afflicted members of his family and his brother phy- 
sicians who have been with him during his brief 
but fatal illness. A Tano reporter was at the 
house at a late hour Tuesday night, and the Doctor 
had just passed through several very severe parox- 
yeme, was feeling better, and made the remark 
that he hoped to last another day. Bat his hopes 
were never realized. He continued to sleep at 
short intervals up to about half-past 1 o’clock in 
the morning, when he began to sink rapidly. Ral- 
lying again, he called for the members of his fam- 
ily, amd the quiet of the early morning hour was 
broken by the sound of his voice and that of 
his wife, singing. He was calm for about an hour, 
during which period he seemed to be entirely con- 
scious and took an affecting leave of his family and 
the friends beside him. He then sank into another 
collapse, tossed restlessly, in hie bed, and was 


| seized with a very severe pain at his heart. He 


was given a few whiffs of chloroform by Dr. Cole 
and Dr. Cook, and during the intervals between 
his sleep, and even during his sleep, he seemed to 
be burdened with the thought that his wife and 
children would be left alone, and would have no 
one to carefor them. This thought was upper- 
most in his mind. As for himself, he seemed to 
be content, but this thought of his family evident- 
ly worked upon him intensely. He passed through 
another collapse, during which his pulse 
— 1110 ee by uin the 
e on 
ear to his heart thatone could tell he Still lived. At 
the hour above mentioned, while Dr. Cole was 
listening with his ear at the patient's heart, it sud- 
denly ceased to beat. The dead physician's fea- 
tures kept their placid, natural appearance for 
abouta minute after life depa when they 
changed to an extreme pallor and a much-wasted 
appearance. change was re as being 


unusually sudden. 

During the day, for the mournful news had gone 
abroad early, kind friends visited the bereaved 
family, aid all that an earnest sym y couid 
do to support those who were thus left in the pres- 
ence of death. 

The body will be embalmed by Dr. Cole, and the 
funeral will take place from Plymouth Church 
next Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock. the 
church the temains will be borne to Graceland for 
interment.

DR. BEEBE WAS sORN 

May 28, 1835, at the Town of Palmyra, Wayne 
County, N. 1. His father was a farmer, whose 
means were somewhat limited, and Dr. Beebe's 
early education was obtained here a little and there 
a little in the intervals between his work on his 
father’sfarm. At the age of 17 he determined to 
leave home to obtair greater facilities to acquirean 
education. His father opposed this course, but he 
received fy ewe and encouragement from a most 
mn ge ristian mother. The outcome of it 
all w t he left home and attended Genesee 
Wesleyan Seminary, where he studied hard and 
managed to pay his expenses, new by work- 
ing on a farm and now dy i teachin 

school during his vacations, He even di 

more than this, for he managed his affairs so well 
that when he leftthe Seminary he had accumulated 
enough to support him while stadying cine. 
He then read medicine for one year in Rochester, 
when he entered Albany Medical College, a promi- 
nent allopathic institution. While at college he 
also read medicine with Dr. Pratt, who, by the 


homeopathy, for which he had conceived a strong 
love and an admiration that amounted to nothing 
short of enthusiasm. Having taken the full course 
at the Albany College, he was graduated from that 
institution with credit, and then went through a 
full medical course at the Homeopathic Schoo! of 
Medicine at Philadelphia, where he was graduated

where he engaged in practice on hie own account, 
but short!y afterwards, so rapidly did he rise in the 
profession, he was aseociated as a partner with Dr.

At the breaking out of the War, Dr. Beebe was 
commissioned by President Lincoln a Brigade Sur- 
reon. History records that when he first presented 
imself for examination before the State Medical 
Board for the ition of Surgeon in the army, the 
Board declin to examine him tag on the

and wae, in fact, made a sort of a test. Dr. Beebe 
demanded an examination in Washi n from 
headquarters, obtained President Lincoln's order, 
and went before a Board very much prejudiced 
against homeopaths in general and Dr. Beebe in 
rticular. The examination was unusually rigid, 

at Dr. Beebe came off with flying colors, and 
then received his appointment as Brigade Surgeon. 
He was first assigned to Maj.-Gen. Hunter's com- 
mand in Kansas. It was at this time that the 
guerrilla Price was overrunning Missouri, and the 
notorious bushwhacker Quantrell was a power in 
the land. Dr. Beebe's duties more than once led 
him into the State, and on one occasion it is re- 
corded that some Federal troops had him arrested 
for Quantrell. The mistake was soon discovered,

of the left wing, under the immediate command of 
G Schuyler Hamilton. Soon after this, in the 
following summer, he was sent to Northern Ala- 
bama and assigned to the command of Maj. -Gen. 
Thomas. After Gen, Bragg's defeat and the fail- 
ure of the campaign in Kentucky, Dr. Beebe was 
assigned to Gen. McCook's corps and placed on his 
staff as Medical Director. Just previous to the 
battle of Stone River he was transferred back to 
the staff of Gen. Thomas, where he remained as 
Medical Director of the Fourteenth Army Corps 
until, im April, 1863, be was compelled w resign 
on account of ill-héaith, brought on by tremen- 
dous exertion and overwork, which 
made more promiment a heart trouble from 
which he had received more than one premonition. 
To Dr. Beebe, as Medical Director, is chiefly due 
the abandonment of the practice of crowding the 
wounded into buildings. Through his instrumen- 
tality, chiefly, they were provided with accommo- 
dations in tents, and the results showed that the 
Doctor was sound in his idea that a reform in this 
regard wae absolutely essential. All through his 
army career he was known only to be loved and 
appreciated, and his name has frequentiy been 
mentioned with merited praise. In Gen. Thomas’ 
roport of the battle of Murfreesboro special men- 
bare is made of his skill and efficiency in taking

re of the wounded, and hie gallant conduct on 
the field of battle. In Gen. McCook’s report of 
the battle of Perryville, the praise accorded to him 
is none the less strong, vor none the less 
deserved. Gen. Thomas chose Dr. Beebe as his 
Chief Medical Director in preference to any other 
man on his large staff,—a mark of appreciation 
which left no room to doubt Dr. Beebe's eminent 
abilities. The Doctor was very enthusiastic on the 
subject ofthe introduction of homeopathic prac- 
tice in the army, and spent & great rtion his 
time at his own expense in supervising the pre- 
sentation of numerous peti to this end. 
Dr. Beebe achieved considerable reputation as an 
organizer of medical corps, and was instrumental 
in straightening out more than one badly demor- 
alized brigade. His well-known medica! heresies, 
for such were accounted by the followers of 
the old school, subjected him to a good deal of un- 
friendly criticism and not a few charges, but out of 
it all he emerged triumphant, each accnsation 
serving to enhance his prominence, and, strangest 
of all, to secure for him promotion. 
After resigning his position in the army, in 1863, 
DR. BEEBE RETURNED TO CHICAGO, 
and again resumed his practice, which he continued 
until aboat 1868, when he was compelled to give it 
up on account of a recurrence of his old trouble. 
He remained out of practice until about three years 
ago, devoting the interim to occasiona! transactions 
in real estate.
